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Mossberg wants locks for all guns, 

‘Looking Glass’ grounded, cordless phone bugs 
allowed, earthquake jitters. .. 


T HAT the anti-gun lobby is forever 
looking for new ways and laws to 
hinder lawful gun ownership should 
come as no surprise to the gun owners 
of America. For years the anti-gun 
crusaders have been able to count on 
the likes of Senators Edward Kennedy 
and Howard Metzenbaum to push for¬ 
ward even the most ridiculous and res¬ 
trictive firearms legislation. 

Sadly, the anti-gun forces now seem 
to have enlisted the aid of a most 
unlikely ally—the O.F. Mossberg & 
Sons company of Connecticut, one of 
the nation’s leading shotgun manufac¬ 
turers. At a recent press conference in 
Washington, D.C., Alan I. Mossberg, 
president of the company, called for the 
passage of legislation requiring gun 
locking devices for every one of the 
nation’s estimated 200 million firearms 
in private hands. Mossberg said that 
he would push for federal legislation 
which would make it a criminal offense 
to possess a weapon without such a 
locking device. When asked whether 
gun owners could reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to lock up guns kept at home 
for self defense, Mossberg said, “It’s 
another discipline we are going to have 
to accept—such as locking the doors.”

think of his proposal to force every 
law-abiding gun owner to buy a lock¬ 
ing device for each and every one of 
his or her guns. 

Looking Glass Grounded — The 

Department of Defense is discontinu¬ 
ing round-the-clock flights of its emer¬ 
gency flying command post known as 
“Looking Glass.” 

The Looking Glass flights began in 
February 1961 during the height of the 
Cold War. For the past 30 years at 
least one of the flying command posts 
has been airborne at all times. The 
aircraft, a fleet of nine Boeing 707s, 
were designed to duplicate the func¬ 
tions of the underground command post 
of the Strategic Air Command at Offutt 
Air Base in Nebraska. 


Each Looking Glass flight was com¬ 
manded by an Air Force general who 
was to assume control of the U.S. 
nuclear forces in the event of a sur¬ 
prise attack which killed the presaient 
and other members of the national com¬ 
mand authority. A Pentagon spokes¬ 
man said that the Looking Glass planes 
will be kept on “ground alert status” 
and will fly “random air sorties each 
week.” If needed the planes could 
resume their round-the-clock flights at 
any time. 

The grounding of the flights was 
ordered by the president because of the 
continuing decrease in tensions with 
the Soviet Union. The action is also 
expected to save the Air Force some 
$20 million a year. 

Cordless Phones and Taxes — The 

Internal Revenue Service has issued 
new guidelines for its investigators 
which permit them to listen in on tele¬ 
phone conversations where at least one 
party is using a cordless telephone. The 
information gathered from such wire¬ 
less taps can be used to prosecute sus¬ 
pected tax cheats. No court order or 
warrant is required for the cordless 
“bugs” 

The new guidelines came about be¬ 
cause of a January Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing which upheld an earlier federal 
appeals court decision that said con¬ 
versations on cordless telephones are 
not subject to federal privacy laws. The 
court held that both police agencies 
and prosecutors are free to use informa¬ 
tion acquired through the interception 
of cordless telephone conversations. 

Earthquake Jitters — In last month’s 
Survival Line it was reported that the 
South Mississippi County School Dis¬ 
trict in Wilson, Arkansas, canceled 
classes for Dec. 3 and 4 because of an 
earthquake prediction by climatologist 
Iben Browning. He has predicted a high 
probability of a quake occurring along 
the New Madrid fault for those days. 

A second school district in Arkansas, 
the Earle School District in West Mem¬ 
phis, has now announced that it will 
also cancel classes for those two days. •

A discussion of the compostion, operation, selection and maintenance 

of long-life storage batteries. . .

ATTERIES, batteries, batteries. 
There are probably as many dif¬ 
ferent types and sizes of batteries as 
there are devices to put them in. The 
battery has been with us for 200 years, 
as it was discovered by Alessandro 
Volta in 1800. 

There are basically two classes of 
batteries: primary and secondary. 
While both types produce electricity 
by chemical means, the primary bat¬ 
tery consumes electrolyte, the chem¬ 
ical which makes electricity produc¬ 
tion possible. An example of this 
battery type is the dry cell, such as 
those used in a flashlights. When the 
electrolyte is depleted, the battery is 
discarded and a new one installed 
because there is no convenient way to 
replenish the electrolyte. 


A secondary battery on the other 
hand is really a storage device, as it 
has to have an electrical charge put 
into it before anything can be taken 
out. The scope of this article will be 
limited to the study of secondary bat¬ 
teries of the lead/acid type as they 
pertain to alternate energy systems or 
for portable emergency power. These 
batteries are variously known as RV 
batteries, deep cycle, marine, and golf 
cart batteries. They resemble automo¬ 
bile batteries from the outside but are 
quite different on the inside. Both the 
auto type and the deep cycle type out¬ 
put 6 or 12 volts, but are not too han¬ 
dily interchanged, for reasons to be 
discussed later. 

Little has changed, chemically that 
is, from the time the storage battery 
was first designed by a French phys¬ 
icist named Gaston Plante sometime 
in the mid to late 1800s. This type of 
battery consists of two lead plates and 


an acid, usually a diluted sulfuric acid 
and water mix. The positively charged 
plate is lead peroxide, Pb02, and the 
negative plate is lead sponge, Pb. Two 
sets of plates then, a positive and a 
negative, make one cell. 

Technology has changed the process 
and quality of the lead sponge which 
is affixed to a wire grid to give the 
plate surface area. The most obvious 
area in which batteries have changed 
is the battery case. Space Age plastics 
and epoxy resins have made possible 
a battery case which is lighter and 
much more resistant to breakage than 
batteries of yesteryear. Not so appar¬ 
ent is the material and quality of the 
cell separators, and the new genera¬ 
tion plate technology. 

As stated earlier, the battery has to 
be initially charged before it can be 
pressed into service. When a direct cur¬ 
rent (DC) voltage is applied across the 
plates, the sulfuric acid is pushed out 
of the plates and is reunited with the 
water portion of the electrolyte, while 
the positive plate absorbs free oxygen 
which changes the plate into lead oxide. 
The reverse chemical process takes 
place when the battery is being dis¬ 
charged, e.g., powering a radio from the 
battery. Now, the sulfuric acid breaks 
up into free oxygen and sulfate. The 
oxygen is liberated and combines with 
the hydrogen to make water. The sul¬ 
fate mentioned incorporates itself to 
both plates and forms lead sulfate. 

When is the cell or batter fully 
charged? The device is fully charged 
when all of the acid is driven from the 
plates and back into the water portion 
of the electrolyte. The acid content of 
the electrolyte can be measured and 
thus the state of charge can be deter¬ 
mined in terms of specific gravity, 
which is measured with a hydrometer. 

“Specific gravity is a ratio of the den¬ 
sity of a substance to the density of 
a substance, such as pure water or pure 
hydrogen, taken as a standard when 
both densities are obtained by weigh¬ 
ing in air.” This, according to Webster’s. 
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Is there a wind system in your future? 

This Swedish-built Elektro furnishes some of the 
power needs of this household. 


It really is so, as the weight of the elec¬ 
trolyte has to change with the change 
in acid content. During discharge the 
specific gravity decreases because acid, 
S04, goes back info the plates, making 
more water. The reverse is again true 
upon charging. 

A hydrometer is a device resembling 
an eyedropper, but is as big as a kitchen 
baster. Inside the tube is a calibrated 
float device which floats higher or lower 
in the tube depending on the liquid’s 
specific gravity. Temperature is a vari¬ 
able which has to be considered when 
trying to determine the state of charge 
in your battery. Hydrometers which are 
temperature compensated make meas¬ 
urements easier. 

There is also a small hydrometer with 
five little colored balls in the tube. 
When all five balls rise to the top of 

the tube, the battery is fully charged 

to overcharged; when they all sink to 
the bottom the battery is discharged. 
Four balls indicates 75%. 

Many batteries today have a handy 


built-in hydrometer. A dark green color 
in the viewing glass signals a charge 
of 70% or better. A red indication sig¬ 
nals less than a 50 percent charge and, 
depending upon amp hour capacity, 
will need at least a 24-hour charge at 
10 amps. For specifics, you should 
always consult the instructions sup¬ 
plied with your battery. 

The theoretical voltage of a modern 
single lead/acid cell completely charged 
is considered to be 2.33 volts. Individual 
cells are internally series connected to 
output 13.8 volts for both auto and 
marine use. Exide Company did, and 
maybe still does, make a very large 
single cell battery which had a the¬ 
oretical output of 2.33 volts and had 
tremendous amperage capacity. It was 
used in wind charging systems, and 
backup power for commercial telephone 
systems. Several of these “one cell bat¬ 
teries” were series/parallel connected 
to deliver any desired volt/amp capac¬ 
ity required for a particular need. 
Although the theoretical output for an 
auto battery or “12 volt” deep/cycle, 
battery is 13.8 volts, it is always 
referred to as being 12 volts. A fully 
charged battery outputs more than 12 
but less than 13.8 volts. A 6 volt auto 
or deep cycle battery’s output then 
would be 6.99 volts. 

Four Types — I would be remiss in 
my exegesis of secondary batteries if 
I omitted to tell you that there are four 
types of secondary devices which are 
compositionally different but chemi¬ 
cally function in the same manner. 
There is a lead/antimony, a lead/cal- 
ci um, a pure lead, and a nickel/cadmium 
battery. The nickel/cadmium battery is 
a hybrid battery and is not the same 
manner wet cell as are the others. As 
with most things in this imperfect 
world, there are advantages and lia¬ 
bilities associated with each battery 
type. Knowing what to expect from 
each type and knowing what you want 
it to do will aid you in choosing the 
correct battery for the task at hand. 

It is now appropriate to explain why 
auto batteries are not going to work 
for very long in an alternate energy 
system. Auto batteries are of the 
lead/calcium variety and their plates 
are comparatively thin and will not 
stand up to repeated deep discharges 
and subsequent chargings. What hap¬ 
pens with these repeated cycles is the 

sponge flakes off the plates and even¬ 
tually settles to the bottom of the bat¬ 
tery case. Auto batteries are designed 
to deliver high amperage for short 
periods of time and are seldom depleted 


to 80 percent of their functional capac¬ 
ity. A deep cycle type on the other hand 
is designed to deliver less amperage 
over a protracted time and can be dis¬ 
charged to about 20 percent of it’s total 
capacity. The plates in a deep cycle bat¬ 
tery are thicker and more numerous. 

There are some deep cycle batteries 
which are of the lead/calcium compo¬ 
sition. The Delco Voyager battery is 
of this type, but why, I am not sure, 
because the better built deep cycle bat¬ 
tery is of lead/antimony composition. 
Perhaps Delco engineers have found 
a way of improving upon the best 
merits of this composition. Lead/Cal¬ 
cium batteries exhibit fair voltage 
regulation, average cycle life, and fair 
charge retention. They use very little 
water and are charged very efficiently. 
This type of battery is not known for 
very deep cycling however. The cost of 
this battery is moderate and it is used 
extensively for trolling motors, elec¬ 
tricity in campers, etc. 

Lead/Antimony exhibits very good 
cycle life, fair voltage regulation, and 
can be deeply discharged (cycled). The 
down side of this composition is that 
the charge retention isn't very good, 
the charging time is greater and water 
has to be replaced more often. The cost 
of this battery is a bit more than 
lead/calcium. Golf cart batteries are of 
this type and are highly recommended 
for wind systems. 

Pure lead cells are very expensive, 
have a very good cycle life and fair vol 
tage regulation. They are very heavy 
and will take only moderate depths of 
cycling. The charge retention is con 
sidered to be excellent and is very effi 
ciently charged. Charge rates will be 
delved into later. Water replacement 
is low. These batteries are used for 
emergency standby power for telephone 
systems, windcharging systems, etc. 

NiCads are not suitable for most 
types of alternate energy forms and 
are quite expensive. They could easily 
find their way into your electronic 
equipment which require low current 
requirements. Ni-Cads can be very dee¬ 
ply discharged and have a very long 
cycle life. Unfortunately the voltage 
regulation is very poor under prolonged 
use. On the positive side of the NiCad 
is its ability to be easily and relatively 
quickly recharged. 

Capacity — Hopefully by now you have 

an idea how the lead/acid battery works 

and know something of its composi 
tion and output voltages. Capacity is 
the single most important consider¬ 
ation in choosing a battery. 
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Deep Cycle Batteries 


Capacity is the length of time a bat- 

tery can output a constant voltage at 
a given current. Current is measured 
in amps; an amp/hour is a current flow 
of one amp for one hour. Batteries are 
not always rated in this easy-to- 
understand, easy-to-compute manner. 
Increasingly, battery capacities are 
being expressed in terms of minutes 
of “cold cranking’' that can be deli¬ 
vered at a predetermined current draw. 
For instance U.S. Battery Mfg. Co. mar¬ 
kets a golf cart battery that will out¬ 
put 75 amps for 107 minutes. Upon 
calling the manufacturer, I learned that 
this particular battery is a 220 
amp/hour device. Capacity WAS deter¬ 
mined by a standard discharge rate 
over 20 hours for auto batteries, 6 hours 
for golf cart batteries and 8 hours for 
other deep cycle types. Thus, a 105 
amp/hr deep cycle battery used to power 
trolling motors, for instance, can deliver 

13 amps over an 8-hr. period. The cur¬ 
rent rate was computed by dividing the 
amp/hr capacity by 8. I believe this 
method of determining the capacity is 
more meaningful than the newer way. 

A word of caution is needed here as 
it would be a natural assumption to 
assume, in the trolling motor example 
above that, twice as much current could 
be drawn from the battery if the time 
were cut in half. If doesn’t work this 
way due to internal heating of the bat¬ 
tery which causes a chemical ineffi¬ 
ciency. It is true, however that lesser 
amounts of current may be drawn for 
longer periods of time. For instance; 
6 V 2 amps can be drawn for 16 hours. 

It must be kept in mind that the 
higher the discharge rate, in amps, the 
less capacity (amp/hours) will be deli¬ 
vered. The Delco battery previously 
mentioned is a 105 Ah (amp/hr.) rated 
device and is capable, according to 
Delco specs, of delivering 5 amps for 

14 hours of usable power, 15 amps for 
4 hours, or 25 amps for 2.1 hours. This 
is pretty close to the figures derived 
by the above formula. This battery has 
a built in hydrometer. 

The logical question is how many bat¬ 
teries do I need for my system and what 
specifics should I look for to put the 
battery bank together, if indeed a bank 
of batteries? Let’s take a look at a cou¬ 
ple of scenarios. First, a hypothetical 
retreat replete with a 12 volt every¬ 
thing. The electronic listening gear, 
shortwave receivers, TV, etc., consume 
a total of 150 watts; the lights, when 


they’re all on, take 200 watts; the stereo 

consumes about 10 watts, and the com¬ 
puter, because of the monitor and fre¬ 
quency regulated inverter, takes 250 
watts. The ventilation system will chew 
up 160 watts, and finally miscellane¬ 
ous appliances and gear another 200 
watts. If everything is on at the same 
time, which could conceivably happen, 
your system will need to furnish 970 
watts. By using simple Ohms Law to 
convert watts to amps we come up with 
about 80 amps. If all this gear runs 
for one hour you will have consumed 
80 Ah, a pretty hefty load. Tb keep 
things manageable and to not spend 
a fortune on batteries, a good power 
management program is definitely 
needed, lb accommodate these de¬ 
mands the system would need to have 
two 12 volt 250 Ah. batteries con¬ 
nected in parallel, which will pro¬ 
vide 6 hours run time. 

Keep in mind now that this heavy 
use is going to cause very deep cycling 
and the batteries will be under quite 
a strain, cutting down the number of 
times the battery can be cycled. The 
answer to this dilemma is to either 
ration the electricity or double the 
number of batteries. Remember too 
that these batteries have to be 
recharged by some external means. 

lb make things even more compli¬ 
cated let us put together a small 12 


volt wind plant. Your retreat con- 

sumes 200 Ah., per day and your 
windmachine and prevailing winds 
allow for charging the system three 
times a week. This means that there 
are 2.5 days between charges which 
means your batteries are going to have 
to deliver 500 Ah. to satisfy your power 
requirements. If we use a battery with 
a 135 Ah. rating you see we will need 
four batteries putting out 12 volts or 
eight batteries at 6 volts, because they 
will have to be series parallel con¬ 
nected to satisfy the consumption of 
200 Ah. per day. 

In planning you will also have to 
allow for days of no wind. Cycling the 
batteries to the max is not good as it 
will cut down the longevity of the bat¬ 
tery bank. By spending more money 
at the time of installation, you can 
double the number of batteries and 
thus cycle them in the upper 50 per¬ 
cent of their capacity and extend their 
life. 

Charging — There are various ways 
in which to charge the batteries in the 
system. Windmills are not as popular 
as they once were, but are one of the 
better alternate energy or emergency 
systems, providing of course, if there 
is enough wind in your area. Batteries 
are used in solar cell schemes also. 

No matter what the charging source,

We tested the launcher with tennis 
balls. The launcher is attached to the 
muzzle with nylon tipped screws using 
an Allen wrench (won’t mar the rifle). 
Next, you place a plastic disk into the 
launcher (acts like a wad) and then 
the tennis ball. Raise the rifle to about 
45 degrees from the horizon. 

With blank rounds of ammo loaded 
into the Mini-14 we were using, shoot¬ 
ers were able to send tennis balls fly¬ 
ing over 200 yards.

Defender pump action security 
shotgun is designed with the marine 
or jungle environment in mind. 

The Stainless Marine features a 
handsome multi-plated polished 
chrome finish ordnance steel barrel, 
phosphate-coated high strength aircraft 
aluminum receiver, extra durable cor¬ 
rosion and moisture resistant military 
specification synthetic stock and fore 
end and specially treated (for extra 
wear and corrosion resistance) inter¬ 
nal parts. 

The receiver and 41 internal parts 
have the new Sandstrom 9 A phosphate 
coating widely used on military guns 
in the Vietnam War. This coating not 
only resists the effects of moisture but 
the parts it is used on also benefit 
from its lubricating properties which 
are suspended in an epoxy resin sys¬ 
tem containing molybdenum disulfide. 
This dry film lubricant extends the life 
of those parts. 

The Stainless Marine has a capacity 


of six 3-inch or seven 2%-inch 12 gauge 
shells and will fire any commercial 
load of 12 gauge ammunition includ¬ 
ing magnum loads of buckshot and 
slugs.

and butt stock are standard.

ELL White, John Lamanna and 
I geared-up for the hike down the 
mountain trail late in the afternoon, 
deep in the Maine forest. It was early 
January in the Pine Tree State's Blue 
Mountains, east of the Redington Pond 
Range, at an elevation of about 2,400 
feet. We were heading for a remote, 
well-hidden cabin overlooking the 
Redington Valley. The temperature was 
-30 degrees F. 

The trek down the slope took us 
about an hour, after departing from 
our base camp. It was dusk when we 
arrived, so we quickly set to gathering 
the necessary materials for building 
a fire in the ancient woodstove. Before 
long, John had a roaring fire going — 


John could build a fire in a flooded 
wind tunnel — and soon the bitter 
chill had worn off. 

As evening settled on the three sur¬ 
vival instructors, the low pressure sys¬ 
tem above us moved off to the east, 
and was replaced by a high pressure 
cold front. The great heat sink of 
space sucked what little warmth was 
left in the atmosphere into its void, 
and the really cold stuff took hold. 
By dawn, it would be -85 degrees F, 
with windchill figured in. 

Now came the fun part — the trek 
back up the mountain trail to our base 
camp. We filled our water bottles at 
the spring behind the cabin, and head¬ 
ed out. The return trip took two hours. 
Our polypropolene underwear, wool 
trousers and Gore-Tfex parkas kept us 
warm and dry, despite the hideous 


cold. The lightweight magnesium snow- 
shoes on our feet prevented us from 
having to “post hole" up the mountain. 

That episode in the winter of 1988 
was rurvivable because we had the 
minimum survival gear necessary for 
success. Just as important as the 
equipment is the knowledge required 
to use it, and make do. This article 
will cover some of the knowledge and 
equipment one would need in order to 
meet the minimum requirements for 
both categories. 

A survivor’s ability to quickly create 
a usable fire under extreme conditions, 
such as high winds and very low tem¬ 
peratures, will play a big role in the 
outcome of his debacle. When it comes 
to building a fire in a survival situ¬ 
ation, it’s anything goes! Improvisa¬ 
tion and craftiness will often play a

prominent part in the play called 
“Make Do or Perish.” 

Most of Maine's vast woodlands are 
transitional in nature, with a few 
regions falling into the boreal category. 
This means that useful trees such as 
paper and yellow birch, Balsam fir, 
white, black and red spruce, eastern 
white pine and mountain ash are 
common. 

Keep in mind that one starts a fire 
with, in addition to a flame or spark 
of some sort, tinder. Now, this tinder 
might be a few thin, dry strips of yel¬ 
low birch bark, or perhaps some paper 
birch bark. If none is available, some 
wool fibers pulled off of your trousers 
or shirt might do. What about that 
35mm film canister filled with cotton 
balls that you stuffed into your pack? 
The inner fibers of cattail heads, that 
common wetland perennial, also make 
excellent tinder, as do shavings from 
tinder polypore mushrooms. 

Have plenty of tinder standing by for 
use, a variety if possible. 

Next up is kindling. Gather some of 


the lower-most, dead branches of coni¬ 
fers, such as fir, spruce and pine. 
Even if wet, these branches can be 
stripped of their bark and used. Thin, 
trimmed sticks of softwood ignite faster 
than hardwood, but do not build up 
as good a bed of coals as hardwoods 
do. Once again, a variety should be on 
hand for different stages of the fire. 

The final ingredient is fuel itself, the 
larger, heavier sticks and logs. If you 
have taken your time and put plenty 
of kindling to the fire first, even damp 
logs will burn, provided you have 
remembered to keep the fire well ven¬ 
tilated and up off the moist ground. 
Did you bother to prepare the fire site 
before igniting the tinder? 

Also, keep in mind what you intend 
to use the fire for. Cooking? If so, will 
you be cooking your chow in a vessel, 
in the coals or on a stick over the 
coals and flames? Your fire should be 
designed to accommodate your cook¬ 
ing plan. If you are using the fire 
primarily as a heat source, a mistake 
could cost you, especially in the dead 


of winter when time and efficiency are 
paramount. 

Only your imagination will restrict 
your shelter building ideas. I wouldn’t 
be counting on that tent, either, if I 
were you. You may find yourself in a 
thicket that simply will not allow its 
use. That means you are going to have 
to build yourself a safe, warm shelter 
from what is at hand and in your pack 
and pockets. Get to it! 

Think hard about the shelter site, 
it the best available? What could 
/ go wrong here? Take a closer look. Is 
there a shelter already available, such 
as a rock overhang or hollow log? It 
may need a bit of touching up, but it 
may beat the heck out of spending an 
hour constructing a thatched lean-to 
in sub-zero weather. 

Consider wind direction and poten¬ 
tial snowfall. Consider avalanche and 
unexpected, unwanted guests. Consider 
that huge, standing, dead pine just up 
the slope a few yards. If it decides to 
come down in this wind, it may land

F irst-time elk hunters will be 
amazed at the amount of prepa¬ 
ration necessary to pull off a success¬ 
ful hunt. High country hunting re¬ 
quires special planning, physical fit¬ 
ness training, selection of proper equip¬ 
ment, and a basic knowledge of game 
habits and habitat. 

The success rate for trophy bulls 
depends on hunter effort, the weather, 
a good guide, and above all, being in 
the right place at the right time. Hard 
work and luck is the key. 

High country hunting, simply by the 
title, refers to an area where the air 


ago, a time looked upon by many of 
today’s outdoorsmen as an era of abun¬ 
dant game, there were in reality less 
than 100,000 elk in the United States. 
Some of the reasons for such an alarm¬ 
ing trend were the results of over¬ 
hunting, lack of regulations, and the 
destruction of elk habitat. Loss of 
habitat and domestic grazing is unfor¬ 
tunately still an issue today. Even 
with these problems, the North Ameri¬ 
can herd is growing and estimated at 
over 750,000 animals. Sensible game 
management programs by progressive 
state officials, conservation groups, elk 
preservation organizations, hunters 
and outfitters have contributed the 
resources needed to make this change

is thin and the terrain rugged. Hunt¬ 
ing can be physically demanding. Don’t 
let the lazy “road hunter” type influ¬ 
ence your preparations. Many of these 
people illegally shoot off a vehicle and 
then brag how easy it is to hunt elk. 
A true hunter might spend seven to 
10 days in the mountains in pursuit 
of a hard earned trophy. 

When on my last elk hunt in Mon¬ 
tana with outfitter Dave Warwood of 
Bridger Outfitters, I was shown that 
a lot of elk hunting information pre¬ 
sents good reading, but little in the 
way of practical information for those 
attempting such a hunt, especially for 
those trying for the first time, either 
guided or on-your-own. 

The following guide is the result of 
my experiences and information learn¬ 
ed from picking the brains of various 
outfitters, especially Dave Warwood. 

Know your animal — only 90 years 


in numbers. Anti-hunting groups have 
done little to help increase herd size 
and quality. These so-called “do- 
gooders” are misguided and ignorant 
concerning true wildlife management 
and their emotional tactics do little 
good for the animals themselves. 
Enough! 

Of the various subspecies of elk, of 
which some are extinct, the remaining 
main species are the Rocky Mountain, 
Roosevelt and Manitoba. Generally 
speaking, the body weight and size 
vary within populations and accord¬ 
ing to food supplies. To put this into 
numbers, a bull could stand five feet 
high at the shoulders and weigh as 
much as 1,000 pounds with antlers 
spreading over five feet. With a pos¬ 
sible body length of 10 feet, this is 
big but not an easy target when con¬ 
sidering ranges, hunter exertion and 
tachycardia due to simply seeing this 
magnificent animal. 


Study and learn his anatomy and 
habits so when and if the opportunity 
arises, you will know instinctively 
where to put that crosshair for a rapid 
and humane harvest. 

There are four concerns that should 
be addressed by anyone traveling with 
firearms. These relate to loss, damage, 
legality and lack-of-a-hassle. Airlines 
require firearms to be obviously un¬ 
loaded and transported in a rigid and 
locked case. Therefore, purchase the 
best you can afford. Depending on the 
handler and luck, a gun case can 
emerge with only scratches or look like 
it was thrown down the runway by an 
anti-hunter. 

I personally use the Outers Silver¬ 
line cases which I found durable and 
reasonably priced. Tb avoid loss, I put 
a name tag on the handle with my 
home address, plus the address and 
phone number of the outfitter I will 
be hunting with. I also stick an ad¬ 
dress label on the case and engrave 
my name into the aluminum near the 
handle. For extra precaution, run a 
band of nylon tape around the case 
over the latches. 

Picking an airline is important since 
some seem to be anti-hunting and treat 
you and your luggage with a negative 
“we don’t need your business” attitude. 
Other precautions include insuring the 
firearm with the airline, removing 
parts so if stolen, it lessens the 
value for the thief. Also, keep photos, 
serial numbers and receipts to prove 
ownership. 

Hunter preparations — Most of us 
live at under 5,000 foot elevations. Get 
above that elevation when used to sea 
level and there is the possibility of 
altitude sickness. This is a disorder that 
occurs when the amount of oxygen in 
the blood becomes so low that there 
is not enough to meet the body’s needs. 
The resulting svmtoms could include 
fatigue, lightheadedness, shortness of 
breath, headache and nausea. The 
reduced atmospheric pressure which 
determines the amount of oxygen that 
enters the blood by way of the lungs 
is the indirect cause of the above sym¬ 
ptoms. If the hunter is overweight, out 
of shape and/or has a medical problem 
such as angina, a tragedy is just 
waiting to happen. 

Even when in shape but not yet 
acclimated to the high altitude, slight 
exertion and excitement such as seeing 
an elk on the first few days could be 
all that is needed to push someone over 
the edge. There is a fine line between 
simple exhaustion or experiencing a

heart attack. Also remember that with 
advancing age our coronary arteries 
begin to narrow which means that even 
less oxygen-carrying blood is trans¬ 
ported to where it is needed. Guide 
Robert Hogue from Bridger Outfitters 
told me that on this topic, a good 
guide will be careful not to push some¬ 
one beyond his limit even when the 
hunter insists he is fine. 

The next consideration, once the need 
for advanced preparations are real ized, 


is to get started with an exercise pro¬ 
gram six to 12 months before under¬ 
taking such a trip. This should begin 
with a visit to your family doctor for 
a check-up that will hopefully catch 
a potential risk. After getting a phy¬ 
sical, start your exercise program and 
follow it faithfully. Dave Warwood who 
has guided many hunters of various 
backgrounds over the years surprised 
me when he stated that his best phys¬ 
ically prepared hunter was a middle 
aged man who lived in New York City 
and worked on the 18th floor. The key 
is that this man never took an elevator 
and climbed steps at all opportunities. 
When one thinks about this approach, 
it makes sense since climbing moun¬ 
tains requires the same muscles. 

Besides a lot of fast walking, Dave 
wishes that all hunters would exercise 
on steps. I am adding this routine to 
my exercise program before my next 


hunt. Physical well-being means that 
the hunter must get himself in shape 
months before attempting any high 
altitude or physically demanding 
adventure. 

You either walk or ride, and riding 
means a horse. This can be fun or trau¬ 
matizing depending on your prepara¬ 
tion, experience, or physical well-being. 
This was my pitfall! Although in pretty 
good shape and not having any med¬ 
ical disorders, after two days on a 


horse, I tried to walk and lead him 
whenever possible due to excruciating 
lower back pain. This made hunting 
painful yet still enjoyable. It would 
have been a lot more enjoyable if I 
only had the cold and mild exhaustion 
to contend with. 

With three days of hunting left, a 
new hunter who joined us was a chiro¬ 
practor from Oregon. Dr. Jeff Utter 
manipulated my back which relieved 
much of the pain and allowed me to 
take a lot less Advil, Although I never 
injured my back, being tense on a 
horse for long periods of time must 
have been too much for muscles and 
joints not accustomed to the rocking 
motion of a horse. 

Dave recommends frequent riding 
two to three weeks before actual depar¬ 
ture, I rode a little but obviously not 
enough. With the huge amounts of ter¬ 
ritory needing to be covered, being on 


horseback is the only practical trans¬ 
portation in rough country. Yet, if a 
hunter is not up to a lot of walking 
and riding, Dave wisely will put him 
or her on stand while others will work 
through an area. This method can be 
productive for both. 

Clothing — Sounds simple but some¬ 
one on their first hunt can pack too 
much of the right or wrong kinds of 
apparel. Don’t forget that all of this 
has to be packed in to the base camp 
on horses. Proper clothing is also the 
most important factor that determines 
the hunter’s comfort and protection 
from the elements. When purchasing 
clothing, factors to consider are: 
warmth, keeping dry, weight, versa¬ 
tility, comfort and fabric “noise.” 

On one hunt I used Cabela’s Gore- 
Tex Thinsulate Coveralls. When stand 
hunting on a frigid or wet day, you 
can’t find anything better. When mov¬ 
ing through rough country, they were 
noisy when walking or rubbed. A one 
piece outfit is very awkward when 
nature calls since dropping the top 
half on wet snow-covered ground to 
expose the bottom is not the best 
approach when living out of a tent. On 
another hunt I wore Cabela’s Worster- 
lon Gore Tex/Thinsulate two piece out¬ 
fit which I found more comfortable 
when on horseback, almost as warm 
as the one piece yet dry and fairly 
quiet. 

Wool is the quietest but lacks some 
of the advantages of the high tech 
fabrics. No matter what you pick, the 
important thing to do is to dress in 
layers beginning with synthetic long 
underwear that fit but are not con¬ 
stricting. Next, a sweat outfit or one 
made of Polar Fleece makes a good 
center layer. On all of this, pick a good 
outer outfit as mentioned above. A 
hooded outer jacket is also useful in 
preventing snow from falling down your 
back when riding under snow laden 
branches. Concerning gloves, mittens 
are warmer but make handling a fire¬ 
arm difficult. I recommend bringing 
two pair of gloves. 

Footwear is very critical to staying 
warm. I usually wear a pair of Thin¬ 
sulate Leather Boots and pack in Sorel 
Stags with an extra liner which is 
rotated every night. After a day in 
these boots, the liner usually is damp 
due to normal perspiration. If there

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is no snow and the ground is dry, I 
prefer the leather boots since for me, 
they are easier to walk in. When weight 
and space is a problem, the Sorel Stag 
is worn, leathers left behind and the 
extra insert always included. 

As far as firearm preparation goes, 
once you have selected a flat shooting 
handgun or rifle with the power and 
bullet sufficient for this size of animal, 
all this is left to do is to practice. This 
sounds logical, yet every outfitter I 
have ever hunted with, when asked for 
their main complaint concerning hun¬ 
ter preparation, has stated that many 
can’t shoot under pressure offhand. 
Ivan Samson, The Cherokee Outfitter 
out of Fort Laramie, Wyoming, told me 
that he had three hunters who could 
shoot one inch groups from a bench 
at 100 yards and then miss pronghorn 
and mule deer broadside at less than 
that. F'or elk hunters it is even worse 
since the game is usually farther away. 
Therefore, you must practice weekly 
offhand, leaning against a tree, prone, 
or sitting at targets from fifty to at 
least five hundred yards. 

Concerning the rush of adrenalin 
when game is spotted, you can prob¬ 
ably never eliminate that factor but 
it can be controlled with practice. 
Keen competition in the shooting 
sports, preferably with the firearm used 
to hunt with, is the best way I know 
to control 4 ‘buck fever” common to deer 
hunters. 

Because big game ammo is expen¬ 
sive, when planning to hunt with a 
Thompson/Center handgun, I do a lot 
of practice with a .22 caliber barrel. 
When planning to use a rifle, a Huger 
77/22 which feels a little like a larger 
caliber firearm is used. The key is to 
shoot and then shoot some more! Dave 
told me that at the last R.M.E.F. con¬ 
vention, one of the speakers stated that 


there is an 85 percent miss rate on elk. 
lb get that statistic lowered, hunters 
will have to shoot more, exercise more, 
learn to control hunter stress, and not 
take shots that are beyond what is con¬ 
sidered reasonable. 

The worst thing a hunter can do is 
to go on a hunt thinking he knows it 
all and therefore does not listen to the 
guide’s advice. Guides from the men¬ 
tioned outfitters stated that this is 
sometimes a problem. Basically, do 
what you are told, be quiet at all times 
since sounds travels far in the moun¬ 
tains and have a good pair of binocu¬ 
lars to assist your guide in locating 
game. 

A guided hunt should be a joint 
adventure. Since optics will be used 
extensively, to avoid eye-strain, a qual¬ 
ity pair is a must. I use Steiner 10 
x 50s since they are rugged and of suffi¬ 
cient power to scan for game at long 
distances. A good guide will not only 
try to locate game but will teach a 
client what to look for if an interest 
to learn and participate is evident. 
Concerning glassing, Dave told me 
when observing an area to look for 
tracks as well as game in the shadows 
of thick woods. He also pointed out the 
differences between various animal 
prints and when trailing an elk, how 
to discern if it’s a male or female. On 
urinating, a female will stop and squat 
in one area while the male will dribble 
along the way. It becomes simple when 
animal behavior is compared to that 
of humans. Females, due to hip dis¬ 
placement, often have their back feet 
overlapping outside of the front foot¬ 
prints. 

Dave also believes that you can pretty 
well figure out a male from a female 
from the droppings. On the times we 
followed up on this he was right. This 
may sound like luck only, but a guide’s 


gut feeling is usually a good bet. Dave 
mentioned that he has had such feel¬ 
ings about watching a certain meadow 
when nothing appeared to be in the 
area. Instead of the hunter listening 
to the guide and posting there, he would 
insist on going beyond only to find on 
the return trip hours later that game 
had crossed where they had been. 

The concept of distance can mean a 
lot of different things to different peo¬ 
ple. To someone who is used to shoot¬ 
ing within 100 yards, as is common 
when hunting deer in the East, it can 
mean disaster out West. The most crit¬ 
ical problem I encountered when hunt¬ 
ing in the Western States concerned 
correctly judging distance. Tb assure 
a clean kill, the hunter has to first 
sight his rifle for a specific distance 
and then know how much the bullet 
will fall at extended ranges. The only 
problem left is to know the ranges. 
If you are not a good judge of distance, 
I would recommend a Ranging Spec¬ 
trum 500 or 1000 rangefinder. They 
accurately measure distances from 20 
to 500 yards and 50 to 1000 yards 
depending on the model. The only 
drawback to using them is the time 
factor. Yet, with at least 70 percent of 
the shots I have taken at game within 
the last 10 years, I had ample time 
to measure. For the other 30 percent 
I was lucky to get the safety off be¬ 
fore the game vanished. They work if 
you have the time to use them and are 
smart enough not to use them when 
you do not have those extra moments. 

In summary, the experiences of hunt¬ 
ing the high country is equal to no 
other activity or vacation I have ever 
experienced. It is rugged yet one of the 
most beautiful places on earth and 
gives the hunter memories to last a 
lifetime. With wise preparations, the 
memories will be enjoyable ones. •

reliable little revolver for home 
protection can be a comfort, and 
the Taurus Model 85 proved to be one 
of our favorites in recent test shoots. 
Female shooters especially liked it, for 
this small revolver in .38 Special 
caliber, is highly controllable and 
accurate, even with its snubby 2-inch 
barrel. 

The model 85 is a double or single 
action revolver with a five-shot swing- 
out cylinder, two or three-inch barrel 
with heavy solid rib and ejector shroud, 
and grips made of beautiful Brazilian 
hardwood. The front sight is a serrated 
ramp and the rear sight is a small 
notch. The revolver will only fire after 
the trigger is pulled back and the 
transfer bar raises up to firing posi¬ 


tion behind the firing pin. 

We tested a stainless steel version, 
but the Model 85 comes in blue or 
satin nickel finish as well. Ammuni¬ 
tion used in test firing included inex¬ 
pensive 158 grain police reloads, PMC 
38B 158 grain semi wad cutters, and 
PMC 38G military ball 132 grain FM J. 
At 25 yards bench rest firing on sand 
bags, we had our best groups (seven 
inches) using the PMC military ball. 
At a more realistic distance of seven 
yards, three-inch groups were easily 
attained shooting offhand. Fast shoot¬ 
ing offhand at seven yards yielded 
groups of seven to eight inches. 

We didn’t test any +P loads — Tau¬ 
rus officially doesn’t recommend the 
practice. Unofficially, although the hot¬ 


ter loads cause faster wear and tear, 
the gun can handle +Ps. One idea is 
to use regular .38 Special ammo for 
normal practice firing and then +P 
hollow points for home defense. Make 
sure though, that you can keep your 
+P groups just as tight. It’s always 
important to test different ammo to 
find out what gives you personally the 
best results. 

The Model 85 is a joy to shoot, fits 
well in the hand, and with a retail 
price of only $216.90 for blue and 
$274.60 for stainless, is an affordable 
weapon for home and field protection.

A nyone owning a truck, either full 
size or mini, who hasn’t gotten 
around to buying a hard shell for the 
bed, can purchase a new tent designed 
to fit the truck bed and tail gate. The 
Soft Shell Truck Ibnt comes in four 
sizes and is made of nylon with water- 
repellant rainfly and mosquito mesh 
screen. Three break-down fiberglass 
poles are bowed out covered-wagon style 


to hold up the tent. The tent comes 
in blue and grey color or camouflage. 

We had a few problems setting up 
the tent, but once it was finally erected 
it seemed to work quite well. Straps 
and tie-downs anchor the tent to the 
fender wells and tail-gate. It would be 
questionable whether the tent could 
hold up to a severe wind buffeting, but 
for fair summer weather or an after¬ 
noon shower, it would work fine. The 


main problem we had setting up the 
tent was locating the openings for the 
pole sleeves. They aren’t found at the 
bottom edge, but rather one third of 
tl s way up the wall of the tent.

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semiautomatic rifle, as we understand 
it, is made from genuine used, excel¬ 
lent condition, surplus U.S. military 
parts assembled on new Armscorp 
match grade receivers. 

These rifles can be purchased through 
dealers with either very good condi¬ 
tion original issue U.S. G.I. stocks in 
wood or fiberglass or with brand new 
walnut stocks. We were loaned a new 
walnut stock Armscorp M14 from 
Beach Cities Armoury, Inc. (1103 Avi¬ 
ation Blvd., Hermosa Beach, CA 90254; 
213-374-2227). 

Using some Portuguese NATO mili¬ 
tary ball 7.62x51 mm ammunition 
(.308 Win.), we ran close to 100 rounds 
through this gun at a public shooting 
area, firing from a standing position 
with shoulder aimed fire and from a 
rest. 

We experienced no malfunctions 
whatsoever in our limited test firing 
session, and we found the Armscorp 
M14, if this rifle is typical of their 
line, to be superbly accurate. Shooting 
from a rest with the excellent iron 
sights we knocked a lens out of a pair 
of broken shooting glasses hung on a 
target 70 yards away. 

In conversations with an M14 gun¬ 
smith and match shooter recently, we 
heard some criticism of the early Arm¬ 
scorp M14 locking lug configuration 
on the Armscorp receivers. This pro¬ 
blem has been corrected, we were 
told. In any event, we had no problem 
with our test piece and although we 
fired less than 100 rounds through it, 
we were impressed with its perfor¬ 
mance and shooting qualities. 

This rifle is heavy, weighing in at 
just under 10 pounds with empty 
magazine and the full walnut stock. 
Other specifications are the same as 
for any standard M14. 

While our experience with this par¬ 
ticular rifle was limited, we like it 
nonetheless and would like to spend 
some more time at the range with it 
before we give it back. •

in your lap, This could bo a roal mor¬ 

ale buster. 

Practice and experience will allow 
you to work at a faster, more efficient 
rate. Weigh all the factors, make a 
plan and commence. Don’t be distracted 
by those coyotes howling in the dis¬ 
tance. You may take a finger off with 
your axe. 

Food, Drink — The human body 
generally uses up quite a few more 
calories in cold weather than warm, 
during the course of a day. And water, 
despite the lack of heat, still plays 
a vital role in your survival and 
metabolism. 

Hunting and trapping in the winter 
is often easier than in the warmer 
months, by virtue of three facts — 
tracking is easier in the snow, the vege¬ 
tation is greatly reduced providing you 
with better visibility and game tends 
to gather into groups, depending on 
the species, of course. 

On the other hand, plants to be used 
as sustenance or for medicinal pur¬ 
poses are drastically reduced in num¬ 
ber. I didn’t say this was going to be 
easy. 

Wire used in snares can become brit¬ 
tle in cold temps, especially when it 
falls well below r zero. Try using a dou¬ 
ble strand of wire, twisted together. 
Rub ash or apply conifer resin to the 
wire to help mask the human scent. 

If hunting is more your bag, you will 
already be intimately familiar with the 
importance of good marksmanship. 
Your skills with that rifle or shotgun, 
or maybe even a handgun, could mean 
meat on the table. Here in Maine and 
in many other regions of North Amer¬ 
ica, White-tail deer “yard up” in the 
winter, sometimes gathering in herds 
of several hundred. A Forest Ranger 
deep in the Allagash region of north¬ 
ern Maine recently told me of just such 
a “yard.” 

When it comes to water, melting snow 
is one of the least desirable methods 
of acquiring water. Depending on the 
density of the snow, it may take up 
to 25 cups of snow to produce one cup 
of water. That’s a lot of effort for so 
little water. 

Chipping through the ice of a frozen- 
over stream or creek is frequently a 
much wiser idea. Even the effort it 
takes to chop a hole through a frozen 
lake, bog or pond may prove smarter 
than melting snow. Remember to purify 


all water before consumption. Be care¬ 
ful not to fall through the ice. 

Topographic maps sometimes show 
known springs. Don’t expect to find a 
picture-perfect, bubbling spring hole, 
though that may be in fact what you 
do find. Sometimes, springs are no 
more than a trickle coming up through 
the moss or rocks. Even in the middle 
of the coldest winter, many springs 
will be running free. 

Medical skills, particularly those of 
the emergency nature, often become 
more difficult to practice in winter. It 
is vital that you keep your hands warm 
at all times. How deftly you can wield 
a scalpel or needle and thread may 
determine if a life is saved, or not. 

Hypothermia — the lowering of the 
body’s core temperature — is always 
a threat to be taken seriously, as is 
frostbite — the freezing of one or more 
layers of the skin. The dermis is often¬ 
times super-sensitive to frostbite 
because of its highly vascular nature. 
This inner layer of skin must be pro¬ 
tected, or you run the risk of losing 
some digits. 

I have seen many hypothermic peo¬ 
ple in the woods, and the symptoms 
are frequently similar — dull, non¬ 
reactive in general, stumbling around, 
slowed response times — all are indi¬ 
cators that hypothermia is at work. Be 
prepared to warm the victim by giving 
him or her warm, caffeine-free drinks. 
Get them by a fire and remove any 
sweaty clothing still touching the skin. 

Signaling — If it’s rescue you are look¬ 
ing for, you had better be adept at sig¬ 
naling Never trust your life to luck. 
The chances that a rescuer will just 
come waltzing right up to you in the 
backwoods are never good enough in 
my book. You should have the same 
attitude. 


Preparing and being ready to use a 
variety of both audio and visual sig¬ 
nals will greatly increase your chances 
of survival and rescue. 

In your survival kit, stow a “pencil” 
flare and a dozen or so flares. Shove 
a signal mirror in there as well. Under 
perfect atmospheric conditions, the 
reflection off a signal mirror can be 
seen for about 40 miles. 

Another good idea is a survival 
blanket, metallic silver on one side, 
blaze or international orange on the 
other. 

Learn how to build a smoke signal 
from a triangular-shaped pod with 
spruce, fir or pine boughs woven around 
it. When correctly built, this type of 
signal can produce thick smoke for 
several minutes. 

If you believe someone is in the area 
and you have some extra ammunition, 
fire three shots in succession. 

Bring a sturdy, plastic whistle with 
you. A metal one in the winter will 
tear your lips off if you’re not careful 

Self-confidence plays an immense role 
in cold weather survival. One acquires 
self-confidence through the interaction 
of knowledge and experience. 

Shortcomings in winter wilderness 
survival skills must be minimized. 
Though you will probably never become 
an expert at all tasks associated with 
this topic, it is wise to strive for that 
goal. 

Mountaineering, cross country ski¬ 
ing, fire building, signaling, shelter 
construction, emergency medical skills, 
hunting, fishing, trapping, v^ater acqui¬ 
sition, land navigation, game skinning, 
hide tanning, plant identification, and 
meteorology are just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg, so to speak. 

Practice these skills now, before the 
time comes when your life depends on 
them. •

Survival 
In Space

M AN, as long as he is confined to this 
planet, is a dying race. All life, as we 
know it, is destined to end. Armageddon will 
not be a violent culmination of man versus 
man, but the natural order of an event predes¬ 
tined 4.6 billion years ago, at which time our 
solar system was formed. 

Our Earth is spiraling into a peril from which 
technology cannot bring it out. The sun, which 
our planet orbits once a year, is a star named 
Sol , located approximately two-thirds of the 
way towards the outer fringes of the Milky 
Way Galaxy. As far as stars go, Sol is a medium 
large one (87 percent of all known stars being 
significantly smaller than our sun). 

Sol came into being 4.6 eons ago (an eon 
is a billion years) and our planet and solar 
system were birthed with it. Sol is the source 
of all terrestrial life. It is the energy source 
that drives our atmosphere’s weather machine; 
it is the source of Earth heat; and through 
photosynthesis — our oxygen and food. Like 
all things born, it is destined to grow old and 
die. In terms of life expectancy, our sun is 
already middle-aged. 

The sun began radiating energy at its birth, 
nuclear energy formed by the process of fusion 
in its hellishly hot (15,000,000 degrees cen¬ 
tigrade) core. When temperatures reach such 
extremes, certain atoms are agitated to the 
point that they ram one another with such 
force they are atomically altered in the process, 
creating new elements and destroying old ones. 

The fuel that drives this star fusion is hydro¬ 
gen, but as its hydrogen atoms smash into 
one another, a heavier element called helium 
is formed; though in amounts smaller — 71 
percent —than the original weight of the hydro¬ 
gen that formed it (the difference in weight 
being lost as irretrievable energy). 

Like any heat producing machine, a star 
requires a certain amount of fuel to run it. . . 
of w r hich there is a finite amount. Every second 
our sun burns, it must consume 
1,193,600,000,000 pounds of hydrogen atoms 
to radiate at its present output. Any more or 
less would spell utter disaster. 

After 4.6 eons of continuous burning, the 
galactic gas gage now reads 75 percent hydro¬ 
gen (from an original 80 percent). . . a figure 
that sounds far better than it actually is. This 
does not mean that a mere 6.35 percent of 
the sun’s useful life is over. Alas, nuclear physics 
doesn’t work out like that. It’s what is taking 
place in the core that counts. As more and 


more helium is created by the fusion of hydro¬ 
gen atoms, the core becomes denser and denser, 
and correspondingly better. Soon it becomes 
hot enough to ram the slightly heavier atoms 
of helium together, which in turn creates even 
denser elements and hotter temperatures. This 
increased heat will one day cause the sun to 
expand (as hot air does to a balloon), until 
it has increased its volume by a million per¬ 
cent. When the outer layer of a sun is pushed 
away from the inferno of its core, it cools down 
to a crimson hue entering what is known in 
star terms as the “red giant” stage. A well- 
known example is the star Betelgeuse. Fire¬ 
works are soon to follow. . . 

Logic might tell one: the larger the star, the 
more the available fuel, therefore the longer 
the life of the sun. This, however, isn’t true. 
It works just the opposite. An old maxim states, 
“The hottest flames burn out most fast,” and 
the greater the volume of the star —the quicker 
its fuel consumption. The active life of a star 
is known as its “main sequence.” The largest 
known stars in the universe continue on main 
sequence no more than one million years. 
Sirius, our closest star system neighbor, is two- 
and-a-half times as massive as Sol, giving it 
a main sequence lifetime of a half billion years. 
At that size, Sol would have expired 4.1 billion 
years ago. 

The diameter of our sun has been calculated 
to be roughly 850,000 miles. At the peak of 
its red giant stage it will have bulged out¬ 
wards for a possible 212,500,000 miles, approx¬ 
imately 250 times its present dimensions. This 
expansion will most certainly engulf the closer 
planets of Mercury and Venus, and at its very 
least come close enough to incinerate Earth. 
Even if man has increased his technology to 
the point that he can burrow underground 
beneath cooler, protective layers of rock, con¬ 
structing massive underground colonies in 
heat-shielding material, his work will be of 
no avail. 

When a star reaches the red giant stage, 
it is burning its fuel at an ever alarming rate, 
in a desperate bid to maintain its new size. 
In large stars, like our sun, new elements 
created by the bashing together of atoms con¬ 
tinues until iron comprises the majority of the 
core, at which point fusion is no longer pos¬ 
sible. When it can no longer create the energy 
needed to maintain its gigantic size, the bloated 
sun collapses in on itself, triggering a chain 
reaction and creating a stellar explosion so 
destructive that 90 percent of its mass can 
be blasted into space. This event is known as 
a super-nova. It has been witnessed that dur¬ 
ing the few days a super-nova reaches its peak, 
it can outshine an entire galazy. No neigh¬ 


boring planet could survive such a blast. 

When will all this take place? In view of 
the sun’s size, it can theoretically remain on 
main sequence for 12 eons. Since it has been 
shining 4.6 billion years already, we have been 
given, at the most, some 7.4 eons left. I say 
“at the most” because our sun will be steadily 
increasing in temperature throughout the eons 
allotted it, to a point that life on Earth may 
become an impossibility one billion yeai-s before 
it reaches the red giant stage. This gives us 
about the same time remaining as has already 
passed. 

True, this “imminent” peril thirdly threatens 
us or our grandchildren, but it could directly 
concern the survival of the human species as 
a race, as well as every living species of Earth 
plant and animal. It is imperative, therefore, 
that man’s exploration of the Univei*se con¬ 
tinue should Earth life hope to survive; and 
in order to accomplish that end mdeFinitely, 
man must move not only to the outer planets, 
but to the further stars beyond. 

There’s a traveller’s saying that aptly applies 
to the nature of humans: “If man was meant 
to remain in one place, he’d have been born 
with roots.” Homo sapiens was created a wan¬ 
dering creature. For the first two million years 
of existence our species roamed ceaselessly 
across the Earth in search of shelter and sus¬ 
tenance. Man is a mover, still Perhaps this 
wanderlust is a survival mechanism pre¬ 
programmed by our Creator, a restlessness that 
can never be quenched; perhaps Homo sapiens 
must always move to survive. 

If our sun is dying, aren’t all the others? 
And wouldn’t the entire Universe be plunged 
into lifeless darkness at once? The answer is 
no. New stars are constantly being formed all 
the time. Genesis is an ongoing creation. Just 
turn your head towards the sky some evening 
and take a close look at the constellation Orion . 
From Orion’s “belt” dangles his “sword,” and 
on this sword exists the phenomenon of Orion’s 
Nebulae. Through a high-resolution telescope 
it appears as a bright cloud of gas in a green¬ 
ish haze. Tb view this spectacle is to observe 
what only God and astronomers have seen: 
the birth of new suns, new star systems, new 
worlds in the making. And Orion is only one 
of many known nebulaes, some in the almost 
finished state. 

Only five years ago “protoplanetary” mater¬ 
ial around a fourth magnitude star (Beta Pic 
toris ) was detected separating in a disc-like 
pattern from the star’s surface. Two years later 
that disc had cooled down and evolved in com¬ 
position to pebble-like objects that scientists 
believe could be the mitosis of new-forming 
planets. By the time our sun burns out, mak-

ing our solar system uninhabitable, nature 
in all its foresight will have prepared count¬ 
less other worlds for us. The odds are on our 
side. It’s estimated that our sun is one of a 
trillion stars in our galaxy; and our galaxy 
is believed to be but one in 100 billion in the 
Universe. 

Konstantin Tbilokovsky wrote in Notebooks, 
“The Earth is the cradle of mankind, but one 
cannot remain in the cradle forever.” If we must 
leave to survive, where do we go? And what 
are the realities of space colonization in light 
of present-day technology and available known 
resources in space? In short, is escape a grand 
dream of science fiction, or is this an immi¬ 
nent reality? Answer: The future is not so far 
off as most think, and the twenty-first century 
is but a decade away. . . 

In a bold report issued by the presidential^ 
appointed National Commission on Space, the 
goals of the United States’ next 50 years in 
space were released in 1988. Below is an 
excerpt from that report: 

“Our vision: The Solar System as the Home 
of Humanity. . . Five centuries after Columbus 
opened access to ‘The New World’ [1992], we 
can initiate the settlement of worlds beyond 
oui- planet of birth. . . space technology has 
freed humankind to move outward from Earth 

as a species destined to expand to other worlds.” 

In 1974, American physicist, Gerald K. 
O’Neill, published a lengthy report proving 
that it was “technically feasible” to construct 
space cities capable of housing 10,000 people, 


and do it now. The country’s greatest minds 
agree. 

Acting on these studies and goals, the wheels 
of space progress are already in motion and 
the direction of their turining is taking us 
away from our sun; for towards it we move 
closer to a fatal encounter, while away from 
it is hope and infinite room to expand. 

Technological Hurdles — The four biggest 
technological hurdles to overcome in order to 
achieve these goals are fuel, food, oxygen and 
water; all of which are readily available in 
space. In 1992, a great experiment in univer¬ 
sal self-sufficiency will begin in Arizona. 
This project is named “Biosphere II,” and 
will test a fully enclosed ecological system 
housing self-supporting and self-replicating 
flora and fauna. Inside it eight humans will 
be sealed (four male and four female), entirely 
cut off from the outside world for two years. 
If they can survive, so also can man off this 
planet. 

The results of the Biosphere II experiment 
will come just in time for NASA’s next goal: 
In January of 1984, President Ronald Reagan 
whole-heartedly approved funding for NASA’s 
plans of a permanently inhabited space sta¬ 
tion, requesting that it be operational exactly 

ten years later. When it is, 1994 will mark 

the beginning of man’s permanent occupancy 
of space, and the end of his “visitor only” status. 

Shortly after the establishment of a space 
station in low-Earth orbit, unmanned probes 


will be sent to the Moon to explore the 
shadowed craters near the lunar poles, where 
it is hoped that ices containing volatile car¬ 
bon, hydrogen and nitrogen compounds may 
be found. If such deposits are indeed disco¬ 
vered, all the propellant requirements for 
rockets operating between the lunar surface 
and low-Earth orbit expeditions will be met. 
The launch date set for these robotic resource 
assessment probes is the late 1990s, while 
establishment of the first lunar outpost should 
take place before 2008, with permanently- 
manned lunar bases in operation before 2018. 

The success of our outreach to space, like 
survival at home, depends on self-sufficiency. 
The ties that bind must be severed. The fur¬ 
ther we extend ourselves from Earth, the more 
necessary this will become to avoid the danger 
of that “life line” being stretched too thin. 
Like symbiotic parasites passing through the 
great “void,” we must move through the cosmos 
appropriating resources and advancing tech¬ 
nology along the way. 

“Give us this day our daily bread” has pro¬ 
found significance in space. The Moon can sup¬ 
ply our basic needs. Samples of the lunar crust, 
gathered by Apollo astronauts, have revealed 
that oxygen is by far the most abundant ele¬ 
ment found in these rocks (in conjuction with 

silicon), being fully 40 percent by weight. 

Breathable 0-2 can be released from the sili¬ 
con by one of three methods: 1) Fluorine wet 
chemistry; 2) Reduction by hydrogen of 
ilmenite; and 3) By electrolysis. Oxygen is also

two-thirds of that most important compound 
called water, and oxygen in the liquid state 
is a major component of rocket fuel. In fact, 
the energy 7 released when hydrogen and oxy¬ 
gen combine is what boostered the first men 
to the Moon, and the by-product of this explo¬ 
sive reaction was the water they drank. 

The major by-product of oxygen extraction 
from lunar rocks is pure silicon — the second 
most abundant element on the Moon — com¬ 
prising approximately 20 percent of lunar soil 
by weight. Silicon is the “power element,” and 
it is from this “waste” that an unlimited 
amount of solar panels can be made to supply 
the energy needed to run the oxygen factories. 
Leftover energy can be microwaved to Earth, 
adding extra electrical resources to what is 
already a 400 billion dollar business on Earth. 

Other important elements found in lunar 
soils are the metals aluminum (14 percent), 
iron (four percent), as well as more than trace 
amounts of titanium, manganese, magnesium 
and chromium. The iron found on the Moon 
is especially useful and easy to extract, the 
majority of it being in the form of ferrous dust 
created by the impacts of untold iron meteorites 
throughout the ages. In this state it could sim¬ 
ply be sucked up by magnetic “vacuum sweep¬ 
ers” to be later sintered into high precision 
products. 

It is metallic space resources that will spur 
the 21st Century 7 “Gold Rush,” as rare Earth 
metals are found in abundance elsewhere. 
Imagine how much wealthier these new worlds 
will be that have remained unexploited. since 
the beginning of time. No doubt the wealthi¬ 
est human beings will be those off the planet, 
not on it. The future economic powers will 
most certainly be extra-terrestrial. 

In more abundance than metals are vast 
amounts of natural volcanic glass that will 
prove highly useful as building components

Scientists have only just begun 
to reach out into deep space 


in composite structures. 

The Moon will serve as “The Great Space 
Experiment.” Nuclear electric generators will 
be fired up there before being sent to Mars 
and beyond. Moveable space settlements will 
be tried and tested in lunar orbit. Everything 
learned about long-term life support and emer¬ 
gency medical service on the Moon will be 
vital to further ventures into space. 

Little will be wasted in space Even the indus¬ 
trial slag from Moon mining will serve as insu¬ 
lation for space stations, land bases and space 
vehicles where solar radiation is a life-threat¬ 
ening hazard. A danger zone extends 10 bil¬ 
lion miles from the center of our solar system 
that is affected by the high speed bombard¬ 
ment of electrically-charged subatomic par¬ 
ticles constantly being machine-gunned out 
from the sun at 300 miles per second. This 
lethal phenomenon is known as the “solar 
wind.” Solar winds are especially blasting dur¬ 
ing solar flares and can fry an astronaut in 
his spaceship at such times. Since weight is 
no critical factor in “weightlessness,” settle¬ 
ments and ships will fill special “solar flare 
cellars” with material carted off from the slag 
heaps to insulate them from these radioactive 



storms. 

While the Moon is being “settled,” cycling 
spaceships will begin development for future 
round-trip voyages to Mars, on the drawing 
board as early as 2005. The “red planet” is 
the next prize on the solar system tour and 
logical next step. Mars is relatively habitable 
as is. It has a thin atmosphere (approximately 
one-third to two-fifths of Earth’s) where the¬ 
oretically, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen and 
methane could be extracted from the air, to 
be converted into water, fuel and fertilizer. 

Geologic surface features point to the exis¬ 
tence of permafrost in high northern latitudes, 
a mile below the surface, and Mars has polar 
caps of frozen carbon dioxide (dry ice) and water 
ice, that expand and retract according to season. 

Mars’ largest moon, Phobos, was discovered 
to be unusually dark, leading astronomers to 
believe it may be an asteroid captured in Mars’ 
orbit. If this is so, the dark coloration is sug¬ 
gestive of a rich carbon content, making it 
an ideal refueling depot before venturing onto 
Mars. Phobos’ distance of 6,000 miles from 
Mars makes it a closer journey than New York 
to Sydney. 

Although the slower rotation of Mars cre-

ates about 30 times more daylight than the 
Moon, its greater distance also spares it from 
the worst of solar winds. Even Martian tem¬ 
peratures are more hospitable, the record low 
having been recorded at minus 184 degrees 
Fahrenheit in winter at the poles, while its 
summer high has been recorded at a comfort¬ 
able plus 68 degrees Fahrenheit in a tem¬ 
perature “oasis” located near the equator. 
The settlement of Mars is comparable to 
settling Antarctica. 

Mars, although our nearest neighbor away 
from the sun, is not exactly next door. When 
we start reaching out to Mars, we start facing 
the enormous obstacles of distance and time. 
Mars is approximately 137.6 times further 
away than the- Moon, requiring a life-support 
system capable of functioning perfectly for a 
minimum of 640 days, even with direct-return 
flights. Tb reach Mars requires tremendously 
expensive resources, which is why we will use 
“cycling ships” These space vehicles are sim¬ 
ply large transport vessels that have been 
placed in an orbit that carries them on a four- 
year elliptical voyage between Earth and Mars 
orbit. Except during transport, these vehicles 
will be unmanned, and require almost no 
energy in terms of fuel since there will be 
no acceleration or deceleration periods. 

Direct one-way flights from Earth-Moon 

vicinity will take about six months; and once 

in the vicinity of Mars, transfer vehicles will 
pick up travelers and set them down on one 
of the Mars bases, presumably located on or 
around either of the two Martian moons 


(Phobos and Deimos). 

When can we expect such a voyage? The estab- 
lishment of the first Martian outpost is 
predicted to be in the third decade of next 
century. 

Asteroid Belt and Beyond — As grand as 
the Mars project will be, these settlements are 
just waystations on the road leading to the 
off-ramp of our solar system. The colonization 
of the red planet is not the goal, but a step 
towards that ultimate goal: The dispersement 
of intelligent life to every corner of the 
Universe. So where to after Mars? Next stop: 
the Asteroid Belt. 

The Asteroid Belt lies between Mars and 
Jupiter, and is composed of 3,200 satellites 
of sufficient size to be catalogued (though as 
many as 100,000 islands in space with dia¬ 
meters of more than a half mile may exist). 
The meteorites that enter our atmosphere are 
the crumbling debris of small asteroids that 
have collided in space, and what bits we’ve 
been able to recover thus far leads astro- 
geologists to believe that asteroids represent 
a treasure trove of resources, including many 
volatile compounds the Moon is in short sup¬ 
ply of. The Asteroid Belt also offers the chance 
of unlimited growth for creatures plagued with 
a population explosion. 

Iasac Asimov writes in his book The Earth 

and the Cosmos , “Asteroids represent the great 
mines of humanity. . . The Asteroid Belt offers 
a volume of space a billion times as great as 
that which lunar orbit offers. . . The time may 


come when the vast majority of the human 
species will be living in the Asteroid Belt.” 

One of the great advantages of the small 
worlds of asteroids is their size. On large 
heavenly bodies, barely more than the surface 
layer is exploitable, whereas nearly all of an 
asteroid can be used. 

The Asteroid Belt forms the outer boundary 
of the inner solar system. Beyond that is a 
vast tract of space that remains virtually empty 
until reaching Jupiter. When Voyager 1 passed 
by Jupiter and its moons, some incredible dis¬ 
coveries were made there. 

It was once thought that the rarest ingre¬ 
dient in the universe was water, that some¬ 
how our insignificant blue speck in the iso¬ 
lated western spiral arm of the Milky Way 
Galaxy just happened to have a monopoly on 
it all. Astronomers now know that this just 
isn’t so. Of three of Jupiter’s largest moons, 
Europa is close enough to that big hot planet 
to be partially covered in liquid water, and 
Ganymede and Callisto are coated in deep 
layers of water ice. Where there is water, there 
can be life, and from water can be produced 
both fuel and oxygen. 

After Jupiter comes distant Saturn lying 12 
times further than Earth to Mars (approxi¬ 
mately a twenty month voyage from Europa), 
with its large moon of Titan which has been 
found to have an atmosphere ef nitrogen and 
methane gas, one-and-a-half times as dense 
as Earth’s. And traveling on from there we 
encounter the strange “undersea” world of

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Shooting Fundamentals 


Long-Range 

It's possible with training to shoot effectively out to 500 yards with handguns. . . 


Handgunning 

The long-range targets appear quite small to the handgun shooter but careful attention to the 
fundamentals of marksmanship insures consistent hits.

A large part of using any piece of 
equipment effectively is knowing 
its capabilities and limitations. Fire¬ 
arms are no exception. 

We all know that handguns are close- 


in defense weapons.'But what exactly 
are their range limitations? The quali¬ 
fication course used by most law en¬ 
forcement agencies has a maximum 
range of 25 yards. The military teaches 
that 50 meters is the maximum effec¬ 


tive range of the sidearm. 

What is the maximum effective range 
of your handgun and to what range 
do you feel you are proficient with it? 

Before you answer, let’s consider the 
two major factors that impact on this 
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issue. First and foremost is your skill 
as a marksman. How well have you 
mastered the fundamentals of stance, 
grip, sight alignment, trigger control 
and breath control? 

The second factor is the caliber and 
the particular load you are using. 
Trajectory, or the arc the bullet follows 
in its path to the target is generally 
considered to be a flat line at common 
handgun ranges. At extended ranges 
the differences in flight characteristics 
or trajectories of different calibers and 
bullets begins to play a significant role 
in accuracy. The high velocity and rela¬ 
tively light bullet weight of the stan¬ 
dard .357 Magnum load gives this 
round a much flatter trajectory than 
the heavy and slow moving bullet of 
the .45 ACP. While barrel length, type 
of sights, and type of action, i.e., re¬ 
volver or semi-automatic, do play a role, 
it is less decisive than generally 
believed. 

Nestled in the rolling hills on 
California’s Central Coast just a few 
miles north of San Luis Obispo lies the 
California Specialized Training Insti¬

tute. Among other programs, CSTI 
offers a week-long Officer Safety and 
Field Tactics Course to veteran police 
officers from departments throughout 
California. One of the high points of 
the 40-hour program is the long¬ 
distance shooting course, which gives 
students the opportunity to learn 
through direct experience that they can 
successfully engage and hit targets at 
ranges commonly thought to be beyond 
the capability of standard handguns. 

Exactly what distances are we talk¬ 
ing about when we say long-range 
handgun shooting? All our shooting 
was conducted at ranges between 150 
and 500 yards. The weapons used were 
the students’ issue handguns, primar¬ 
ily Sig-Sauer P226s and 220s, Beretta 
92s, dock 17s, Colt .45 automatics and 
a few revolvers, primarily Smith and 
Wesson K and L frames. 

Targets are double thickness armor 
plate hatches measuring 22 by 44 
inches, slightly larger than the stan¬ 
dard police target silhouette. With a 
little practice and coaching the stu¬ 
dents quickly begin dinging the targets 
between 150 and 300 yards with direct 
fire. A few of the more adventurous 
shooters who are willing to experi¬ 
ment with an offset aiming point dis¬ 
cover that they can even hit the 500- 
yard target (which appears to be about 
the size of the head of a pin). 

Sure this sounds like fun, but what 
good is it? First of all, you’ve increased 
your effective handgun range capabil¬ 
ity from 25 to 300 yards. That alone 


has significant survival as well as tac¬ 
tical implications. Second, by practicing 
using indirect aiming points for 
extremely long ranges out to 500 yards, 
you’ve learned the trajectory of your 
weapon and ammunition. While a few 
of the better marksmen have mastered 
the fundamentals and are able to score 
fairly consistent hits on the 500-yard 
target, many others are able to lay in 
what amounts to suppressive fire at 
that range. 

If long-range handgunning sounds 
like something you’d like to try, here 
are a few pointers: Don’t rush out to 
buy an expensive silhouette target 
pistol. You can spend a couple of thou¬ 
sand dollars on a customized weapon 
modified to your personal specifications 
and be extremely disappointed with its 
performance if you haven’t mastered 
the fundamentals of marksmanship. 
G.I.-issue .45 autos and 2-inch .38 Spe¬ 
cial revolvers possess all the accuracy 
and power you’ll need to start scoring 
consistent long-range hits. The rela¬ 
tively light, high velocity loads usually 
fly a flatter trajectory, but the 
authoritative “thunk” of the .45 hard¬ 
ball on the 500-yard target testifies to 
this round’s long-range potential. 

Let’s briefly review the fundamen¬ 
tals that are so critical to long-range 
accuracy: 

STANCE: Many shooters use a bar 
ricade supported kneeling position for 
stability, but others are quite success¬ 
ful with standing, off-hand shooting 
from the Weaver stance. 
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Long-Range Handgunning 



The power retained by handgun bullets at long 
range is clearly illustrated by these examples, 
recovered at the ranges shown. 

GRIP: As in all handgun shooting, 
proper fit of the weapon to your hand 
and the way you grip the weapon are 
essential to accuracy. Remember that 
the barrel of the weapon is an exten¬ 
sion of your arm, and should be held 
in line with your arm so that the 
forces of recoil are transmitted directly 
down your arm and not channeled off 
through a loose or bent wrist. Proper 
follow-through, while often overlooked 
in less demanding forms of shooting, 
is essential for successful long-range 
shots. 

SIGHT ALIGNMENT: A misalign¬ 
ment of the sights by only one-thou¬ 
sandth of an inch at the muzzle will 
result in an error of three inches at 
50 yards and of nearly three feet at 
500 yards. Considering how small the 
targets appear at these ranges it is 
almost an act of faith to maintain your 
focus on the front sight, but it is ab¬ 
solutely critical that you do. 

For distances out to 150 yards sights 
can be aligned in the normal way — 
top of front sight level with top of 
rear sight and equal strips of daylight 
bracketing each side of the front sight 
blade. In order to maximize your hit 
probability at 150 yards start by plac¬ 


ing the top of the front sight level 

with the top of the target. At this dis¬ 
tance the front sight will be wider than 
the target, so your sight picture re¬ 
quires considerable concentration and 
your full attention. 

As ranges increase toward 300 yards 
simply elevate the muzzle of the wea¬ 
pon so that the top of the front sight 
is higher than the top of the rear 
sight. At 300 yards the base of the 
front sight blade should be level with 
the top of the rear sight, still centered 
with equal daylight on each side. This 
method will provide a starting point 
for you to work from. The trajectory 
of your particular ammunition may 
require you to make adjustments to this 
basic formula. 

At 500 yards the method is different 
because the average front sight is sim¬ 
ply not high enough to obtain a sight 
picture with the muzzle elevated to 
compensate for the deteriorating trajec¬ 
tory of the bullet. Some cartridges, 
notably the standard .45 hard-ball, 
have a trajectory drop of approximately 
35 feet at 500 yards. Naturally, to be 
successful at this range you will have 
to find an alternate aiming point the 
appropriate distance above, or beyond 
your target. 

TRIGGER CONTROL: It is not 
necessary to shoot exclusively single 
action to be accurate at extended 
ranges. Many shooters are quite suc¬ 
cessful at long-range using the double 
action feature of their revolver or 
semi-auto pistol. What IS critical is a 
smooth and steady squeeze. You must 
avoid staging, jerking or any other trig¬ 
ger movement which is not an evenly 
paced continuous motion. As with grip, 
follow-through is important with trig¬ 
ger control. The bullet has a long, 
unguided flight and the way it is 
launched determines where it will 
impact. 


BREATH CONTROL: We’ve all ex- 

perienced the figure-eight weave as we 
attempt to hold a handgun steady. At 
close range you may be lucky and 
squeeze off your shot just as the sights 
pass over the target. But for long-range 
precision you have no such luxury. You 
must be ABSOLUTELY STEADY. Tak¬ 
ing a breath, then letting it halfway 
out is an old formula, and it is still 
the one to follow to promote a steady 
hold. 

So far, so good. We’re hitting the tar¬ 
get, but what about the remaining 
kinetic energy of the bullet at these 
long ranges? Does the bullet retain 
any stopping power once it reaches the 
target? It’s actually frightening to 
consider what happens to a bullet, 
whether it’s a fully j eke ed .45 or a 
hollow-point .357, when it impacts 
armor plate at 150 yards. Inspecting 
the targets after a shooting session, 
I collected a bag full of what appeared 
to be lead nickles — round and flat. 
They are in fact .38, .357 and .45 cali¬ 
ber bullets that have struck the target 
with so much force that they have com¬ 
pletely flattened themselves. Even at 
500 yards bullets recovered at the base 
of the target retained enough energy 
to transform themselves into classic 
lead mushrooms. 

Now that you know what you can 
do with your handgun, should you get 
rid of your rifle? Absolutely not. Rifles 
are designed to deliver accurate and 
powerful long-range fire. But it IS nice 
to know that you have the option avail¬ 
able of your handgun for long-range 
fire in a pinch. 

Whether you are a police officer, 
soldier, survivalist or just a Saturday 
plinker, realize and appreciate the 
capability of that handgun you pack 
with you. It can do its job far beyond 
the traditional 25 yard limit we have 
uncritically accepted for so long •

there has to be in place, a regulator 
system to prevent overcharging the bat¬ 
teries. Ideally the batteries should not 
get below 50 percent of their rated 
capacity, but that is not always pos¬ 
sible. Single batteries should not be 
charged at a rate greater than 15 amps. 
Ideally, a taper charge should be used. 
This is a regulated power supply which 
tapers the current down as the charge 
level in the battery increases. Most bat¬ 
tery manufacturers supply charge 
information. Using the Delco Voyager 
battery as an example we find that an 
open circuit voltage of 12.1 volts 
requires a charging time of 17 hours 
at a charge rate of 10 amps taper 
charge. If a 15 amp taper charge is 
used it will take only 10 hours to fully 
charge the battery. 

Excessive charging causes the bat¬ 
tery to boil, a condition which should 
be avoided. A battery should get warm 
in the charge cycle but should not 
exceed 110 degrees F. A boiling bat¬ 
tery looks just like a pot of boiling 
water on the stove, but not quite as 
vigorous. Care should be taken while 
peering into a charging batty as acid 
in the eyes is dangerous. Gassing, the 
disassociation of oxygen and hydrogen, 
is always present when charging. Nor¬ 
mal gassing causes very little loss of 
electrolyte over a period of many charge 
cycles, while boiling causes quite a bit 
of electrolyte loss over short periods 
of time. In extreme cases of boiling, 
the electrolyte loss is noticeable in 
one charging session. It becomes ap¬ 
parent that a charge rate of 10-15 
amps is going to take forever to charge 
a high capacity bank. Detailed rate of 
charge information for various charg¬ 


ing systems is too extensive to cover 
here. Understanding general charging 
parameters will enable you to design 
a system and keep an educated eye 
open for any abnormalities when your 
system is charging. 

It is essential to keep tab of your 
batteries’ condition, whether it is a 
single battery or a bank of them. The 
batteries should always be kept charg¬ 
ed. The open circuit voltage should be 
measured with a very good quality 
voltmeter, preferably a digital meter. 
The open circuit voltage is the voltage 
with no load. Care should be taken not 
to measure the open circuit voltage 
right after charging as you will get 
a false impression of its output. A 
time lapse of at least 24 hours after 
charging or discharging is required 
for accuracy; this according to Delco 
literature. 

It is my opinion that the “self con¬ 
tained” hydrometer type of battery is 
not the best choice for use in a bat¬ 
tery bank. Many of these batteries are 
“maintenance free” and you have no 
way to check the validity of the built- 
in device against a good tube and float 
type hydrometer. 

A specific gravity reading of 1.275 
should be present in a heavily worked 
deep cycle battery, or about 1.267 in 
windplant systems batteries. Auto 
types will run about 1.260. There are 
several conditions, which if present, 
will give you an erroneous reading The 
first condition is the temperature of 
the electrolyte. The normal reference 
temperature is 77 degrees F., but most 
hydrometers I have seen on the mar¬ 
ket are temperature compensated. If 
the electrolyte level is low, a higher 


specific gravity reading will be indi- 

cated due to the higher acid-to-water 
ratio, because in the charging process, 
the water has been disassociated. If 
water is replaced preceding the read¬ 
ing, a false indication will be present 
because the acid and water have not 
had ample opportunity to thoroughly 
mix. Like open circuit readings, hydro¬ 
meter readings should not be taken 
soon after a charging. The battery 
needs about eight hours to stabilize. 

You will contribute greatly to the 
demise of good battery, using water 
other than distilled, for bringing the 
electrolyte level up to par. The mineral 
content and other impurities conta¬ 
minate the plates. In an emergency tap 
water will work, but, generally speak¬ 
ing, the cleaner the water the better. 
Battery “pepper uppers” do not work 
and should be avoided. The only thing 
you should put into the battery’s cells 
is distilled water! Sulfuric acid and 
water mix should be added only if the 
battery has been tipped over and the 
level is very low. Caution has to be 
exercised here as the acid is hazardous 
to the skin, eyes and clothes. The acid 
is always added to the water to prevent 
spattering of the acid. If premixed elec¬ 
trolyte is not available you have a very 
tedious job of mixing water and acid, 
taking a specific gravity reading, and 
making adjustments to obtain the cor¬ 
rect reading. Remember... too much 
acid for prolonged times will eat the 
plates away and too little will cause 
sulfation. Either way, in time, you will 
have an unreliable battery. 

Believe it or not, current can flow 
across the top of a battery from post 
to post through the greasy dirt which 
accumulates on the tops of batteries. 
The filth actually conducts electricity 
and ter a time could contribute to 
the battery’s discharge. Corrosion 
causes poor connections, so periodically 
the posts should be cleaned with a wire 
brush, and a solution of baking soda 
and water. An application of grease 
helps seal the connections from air and 
acid. Care must be taken not to get 
the water and baking soda solution into 
the cell’s electrolyte via the vent holes 
because a chemical reaction will 
change the specific gravity. Batteries 
should be kept dry and clean and 
definit ely off concrete floors. Cold damp 
concrete floors tend to speed up the 
sulfation process.

ciently at a temperature of 77 degrees 
F. At 32 degrees the consistency, or vis¬ 
cosity, of the electrolyte doubles, 
diminishing the ability of the acid to 
work through the plates, cutting down 
the effective capacity. Charging a bat¬ 
tery in living quarters is NOT recom¬ 
mended. The storage area should be 
well ventilated during charging 
because when or if the storage area’s 
hydrogen content gets above 3-4 per¬ 
cent by volume, an explosion is pos¬ 
sible. Remember... Hydrogen is 
ALWAYS a bi-product of charging. 

In cold climates, it is a bit of a 
dilemma as to how to construct a suita¬ 
ble storage area with an ambient tem¬ 
perature in the 77 degree range, yet 
provide adequate ventilation. Remem¬ 
ber the “cold factor” when determining 
the capacity of your bank. See the chart 
for diminished performance in cold 
temperatures. At cold temperatures the 
battery still has its original capacity 
but can’t deliver. Another word of cau¬ 
tion here. A discharged battery will 
freeze and possibly crack at temper¬ 
atures under 32 degrees F. Conversely, 
a fully charged battery will survive 
down to around -40 degrees F. 

I hope I have shed some light upon 
the compostion, theory of operation, 
selection, and maintenance of a 
lead/acid battery. Should there be any 
readers who have a wind system or pho- 
tovolitic system using batteries for 
storage, I would like to hear from you. 
I would also enjoy hearing from any¬ 
one with a backup system using deep 

cycle batteries for computer gear, com¬

too numb to even think of fear. A 
prisoner under these conditions be¬ 
comes obsessed with survival; nothing 
else much matters. 

Q. What were the living conditions 
like in Dachau? 

A. We were issued one-quarter of a 
loaf of bread. That was to last three 
days. In the morning, we picked up, 
at the kitchen, a cup of roasted barley 
drink. There was no lunch. At din¬ 
nertime, sometimes we got a watery 
soup with bits of tripe or some salt 
herring and a boiled potato. 

Our prison clothes were a heavy, 
coarse denim. They would freeze when 
they got wet. We were not issued hats, 
gloves or underwear. 

The first night, about 500 prisoners 
were stuffed into a room designed to 
hold 50 (Believe me, it is possible). 
Later on, we were forced to sleep on 
straw As time went on, the straw dis-

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Unlike many interviews with Holocaust sur¬ 
vivors, this one conducted by Aaron Zelman, 
founder, Jews for the Preservation of Firearms 
Ownership (2872 S. Wentworth Ave., Milwau¬ 
kee, Wl53207; (414) 769-0760; membership $20) 
with Theodore Haas, a JPFO member and a 
former prisoner of the infamous Dachau con¬ 
centration camp, is a clear warning to all 
freedom-loving peoples to keep our guard up 
against arrogant politicians who are hell bent 
to create governments that control our lives.

How did you end up at Dachau? 
Icy# How old were you? 

A. November 9th,, 1938 was Kristal- 
nacht — The Night of Broken Glass 
- The night synagogues were ran¬ 
sacked and burned, Jewish owned 
shops destroyed; I guess you could call 
it the night the fires of hell engulfed 
the soul of humanity. 

I was arrested November 10th, “for 
my own personal security." I was 21 
years old. My parents were arrested 
and ultimately died in a concentration 
camp in France. I was released from 
Dachau in 1941, under the condition 
that I leave Germany immediately. 
This was common procedure before the 
“Final Solution." 


Q. What did you think when you 
were sent to Dachau? What did you 
know about Dachau beforehand? 

A. My first thoughts were those of 
many others: “The world has gone 
mad." 

I knew that the life expectancy at 
Dachau was relatively short. I knew 
beforehand that inmates were abused. 
The horror of Dachau was known 
throughout Germany. People (Ger¬ 
mans) use to frighten their children, 
“If you do not behave, you will surely 
end up at Dachau.” A famous German 
comedian, Weiss Ferdl, said “Regard¬ 
less how many machine gun towers 
they have around K. Z. Dachau, if I 
want to get in, I shall get in." The 
Nazis obliged him; he died at Dachau. 

q. How did you accept the fears of 
Dachau? 

A. Due to the constant hunger and 
the extreme cold weather, one becomes

integrated and we became louse in¬ 
fested. The guards delighted in mak¬ 
ing weak and ill-clothed prisoners 
march or stand at attention in rain, 
snow, and ice for hours. As you can 
imagine, death came often due to the 
conditions. 

Q. Do you have residual fears? How 
do you feel about German re-unifi¬ 
cation? 

A. I have nightmares constantly. I 
recently dreamed that a guard grabbed 
me. My wife’s arm touched my face, 
and I unfortunately bit her severely. 

German re unification, in my opin¬ 
ion, will be the basis for another war. 
The Germans, regardless of what their 
present leadership says, will want their 
lost territories back, East Prussia, Sile¬ 
sia, and Danzic (Gdansk). My family 
history goes back over 700 years in 
Germany. I understand all too well 
what the poli ticians do not want the 
people to be thinking about. 

Q. You mentioned you were shot and 
stabbed several times. Were these 
experiments, punishment or torture? 

A. They were punishment. I very 
often, in a fit of temper, acted ‘‘while 
the brain was not in gear.” The sorry 
results were two 9 mm bullets in my 
knees. Fortunately, one of the pri lers 
had a fingernail file and was able to 

dig the slugs out. In another situation, 

I was stabbed in the washroom of 
Room 01, Block 16. Twice in a struggle 
where I nearly lost my right thumb. 
A German prisoner, Hans Wissing, who 


after the war became mayor of his home 
town, Leinsweiler, witnessed the whole 
situation. We stayed in touch until a 
few months ago, when he died. 

Q. Do you remember some of the 
steps taken by the Nazis to de-human- 
ize people and to make them feel hope¬ 
less? How were people robbed of their 
dignity? 

A. If you had treated an animal in 
Germany the way we were treated, you 
would have been jailed. For example, 
a guard or a group of them would sin¬ 
gle out a prisoner and beat him with 
canes or a club. Sometimes to further 
terrorize a prisoner, the guards would 
form a circle around a prisoner and 
beat him unconscious. There were cases 
of a prisoner being told to report to 
the Revier (“Hospital”) and being 
forced to drink a quart of castor oil. 
Believe me, this is a lousy, painful, 
wretched way to die. You develop 
extreme diarrhea, vomiting, nausea, 
and severe dehydration. If the Nazis 
wanted you to live and suffer more, they 
would take measures to re hydrate the 
victim. 

Q. What was the routine like at 
Dachau? 

A. Three times a day, we were 
counted. We had to carry the dead to 
the square. Each time, we had to stand 

at attention in all kinds of weather. 

We stood wearing next to nothing, had 
weak bladders, while our tormentors 
had sheepskin coats and felt boots. The 
bastards really enjoyed watching us 


suffer. I remember how the guards had 
a good laugh when one of them “acci¬ 
dentally” let loose with a machine gun, 
killing about 30 prisoners. 

Q. What did people do to try to ad¬ 
just to Dachau? Keep their spirits up? 

A. There were some actors, come¬ 
dians, and musicians among us. Some¬ 
times they would clandestinely per¬ 
form. One of the musicians got hold 
of a violin and played for us. Tb this 
day, it remains a mystery how he got 
his hands on a violin. I still keep in 
touch with other prisoners. I am a 
member of the Dachau Prisoners Asso¬ 
ciation. Each year I go back to Ger¬ 
many to visit. 

Q. Did people ever successfully 
escape? Do you remember acts of 
bravery? 

A. Nobody escaped, only in the 
movies does the “hero” escape. Guards 
received extra leave time for killing 
prisoners that got too close to the fence. 

I do, however, think all prisoners were 
heroes in their own way. Especially the 
German prisoners, for they would not 
acquiesce to the Nazis. They suffered 
greatly too. 

‘If Only We Were Armed’ — Q. Did 

the camp inmates ever bring up the 
topic, “If only we were armed before, 
we would not be here now”? 

A. Many, many times. Before Adolf 
Hitler came to power, there was a 
black market in firearms, but the Ger¬ 
man people had been so conditioned 
to be law abiding, that they would 
never consider buying an unregistered 
gun. The German people really be¬ 
lieved that only hoodlums own such 
guns. What fools we were. It truly 
frightens me to see how the govern¬ 
ment, media, and some police groups 
in America are pushing for the same 
mindset. In my opinion, the people of 
America had better start asking and 
demanding answers to some hard ques¬ 
tions about firearms ownership, espe¬ 
cially, if the government does not 
trust me to own firearms, why or how 
can the people be expected to trust the 
government? 

There is no doubt in my mind tnat 
millions of lives could have been saved 
if the people were not “brainwashed” 
about gun ownership and had been well 
armed. Hitler’s thugs and goons were 
not very brave when confronted by a 
gun. Gun haters always want to forget 
the Warsaw Ghetto uprising, which is 
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a perfect example of how a ragtag, half- 
starved group of Jews took up 10 hand¬ 
guns and made asses out of the Nazis. 

Q. Did you have any contacts with 
the White Rose Society (mostly Ger¬ 
man students against Hitler)? Did any¬ 
one try to hide you from the Nazis? 

A. I did not, but my local friend, 
Richard Scholl, had two cousins or 
nephews who were members. Both were 
executed in Munich (I believe) for stand¬ 
ing up for decency and freedom. Not 
enough people knew about the White 
Rose Society. There were many non- 
Jews who were not anti-Semitic and 
were very much opposed to Hilter. 

It was impossible to hide people from 
the Nazis in Germany — it is so densely 
populated and food was rationed. 
Another point that many people fail 
to understand is that in Germany, you 
had a situation where the children were 
reporting to their teachers if their par¬ 
ents listened to the BBC on the short 
wave radio, or what they were talking 
about at home. If a German was 
friendly to a Jew, he was warned once. 
If he failed to heed the warning, he 
would disappear and never be heard 
from again. This was known as “Oper¬ 
ation Night and Fog” 

Q. Do you think American society 
has enough stability that Jews and 
other minorities are safe from severe 
persecution? 

A. No. I think there is more anti- 
Semitism in America (some of it caused 
by leftist Jewish politicians and organ¬ 
izations who promote gun control 


schemes) than there was in Germany. 

This may stun some people, but not 
all Germans hated Jews. My best and 
devoted friends in Germany were 
Christians. 

I perceive America as a very unsta¬ 
ble society, due to the social tinkering 
of the Kennedy/Metzenbaum-type poli¬ 
ticians. When I first came to this won¬ 
derful country after World War II, 
America was a vibrant, dynamic and 
promising society. There really was an 
American dream, attainable by those 
who wanted to work. Now, due to the 
curse of Liberalism, America is in a 
period of moral decline. Even worse, 
corrupt criminals hold high political 
office, and you have police officials 
who don’t give a damn about the Bill 
of Rights. They just want to control 
people, not protect and serve. When you 
study history, you see that when a 
country becomes an immoral manure 
heap, as America is rapidly becoming, 
all minorities suffer, and ultimately, 
all the citizens. 

Q. What words of warning would you 
like to give to young people who will 
soon be eligible to vote? 

A. Vote only for politicians who trust 
the people to own all types of firearms, 
and who have a strong pro-Second 
Amendment voting record. Anti-gun- 
ownership politicians are very danger¬ 
ous to a free society. Liberty and 
freedom can only be preserved by an 
armed citizenry. I see creeping fascism 
in America, just as in Germany, a drip 
at a time; a law here, a law there, all 
supposedly passed to protect the pub¬ 
lic. Soon you have total enslavement. 
Ibo many Americans have forgotten 
that tyranny often masquerades as 
doing good. This is the technique the 
Liberal politicians/Liberal media 
alliance are using to enslave America. 

Q. What message do you have for 
ultra-Liberal organizations and indivi¬ 
duals who want Americans disarmed? 

A. Their ignorance is pitiful — their 
lives have been too easy. Had they 
experienced Dachau, they would have 
a better idea of how precious freedom 
is. These leftists should live in the 
tradition of America or they should 
leave America. These Sarah Brady 
types must be educated to understand 
that because we have an armed citi¬ 
zenry, that a dictatorship has not yet 
happened in America. These anti-gun 
fools are more dangerous to Liberty 
than street criminals or foreign spies. 


Q. Some concentration camp sur- 

vivors are opposed to gun ownership. 
What message would you like to share 
with them? 

A. I would like to say, “You cowards; 
you gun haters, you don’t deserve to 
live in America. Go live in the Soviet 
Union, if you love gun control so damn 
much.” It was the stupidity of these 
naive fools that aided and abetted 
Hitler’s goons and thugs. Anti-gun 
ownership Holocaust survivors insult 
the memories of all those that need¬ 
lessly perished for lack of being able 
to adequately defend themselves. 

Q. It appears the Liberal left in 
America is tolerating, and sometimes 
espousing anti-Semitism. Why do you 
think so many Jews still support the 
leftist form of Liberalism? 

A. It is for this very reason that I 
firmly believe that we harbor more 
stupid and naive people in our midst, 
than any other group of people. It 
amazes me how Liberal Jews have such 
short memories that today, they would 
be so supportive and involved in set¬ 
ting up the mechanics of gun control, 
so that a Holocaust can happen again. 
All they’re doing is playing into the 
hands of the very clever communists 
who are masters at conning Americans. 

Q. Why did you join JPFO? 

A. I feel every Jew should be armed 
to the teeth, as should every Ameri¬ 
can. I joined JPFO because as a group, 
we can stand up to Liberal Jewish gun 
haters and also to Gestapo-minded 
anti-gun police who want total control 
of the people. I wish JPFO was in exis¬ 
tence years ago. I believe the Jewish 
involvement in gun control would not 
be anywhere close to what it is today, 
but better now than never. •

empty with the pistol grip Winchester 
makes for this gun. With its legal 
limit short barrel, the Mode! 1300 is 
compact and easy to wield, making it 
a particularly attractive choice for 
use in home defense or the limited 
space of boats, and for storage. 

We were loaned our test Stainless 
Marine from Beach Cities Armoury, 
Inc. (1103 Aviation Blvd., Hermosa 
Beach, CA 90254; 213-374-2227). This 
is one of three 'Armoury Gun Stores” 
in Los Angeles County which offer 
shooters a wide selection of firearms, 


the pistol grip attached but there's too 
much recoil for me to fire this shotgun 
effectively in this manner except with 
birdshot loads and even then there’s 
quite a kick. 

After using the pistol grip I con¬ 
cluded that I prefer the full stock 
attached. It gives me much better con¬ 
trol and accuracy and is a lot easier 
on the hands compared with the severe, 
bone-jarring kick you get when firing 
even lighter loads with the pistol grip. 
That rubber butt pad is indispensable 
when firing the buckshot loads. 

Firing from 15 to 25 yards with the 
various 12 gauge ammunition we found 
the Stainless Marine to be an excel¬ 
lent performer and very accurate. The 
front brass bead sight is easy to see 
and simple to sight with. The afore¬ 
mentioned bolt system allows quick 
action for follow-up shots. In fact this 
shotgun will almost eject the spent 
shell itself after firing. The slide bars 
are that easy to operate. 

We have not had the opportunity to 
see over time in a moisture-laden 
environment how well the Stainless 
Marine holds up but we like this gun 
so much one of us purchased it and 
we hope someday soon to try it out in 
this type of environment. We can see 
from its construction that this is a 
really well made shotgun and we have 
no reason to doubt the claims Win¬ 
chester makes for the new anti-cor¬ 
rosion treatment. 

If you’re looking for a rugged, com¬ 
pact, reliable, accurate and strongly 
corrosion-resistant 12 gauge, you would 
do well to check out the Stainless 
Marine. •

Groundl-Air Codes 

I read with interest Scott Stoddard’s 
article “Staying Found” in the July 
issue. People who publish on survival 
subjects have a special obligation to 
be sure of their facts because others 
may rely on their advice in true sur¬ 
vival situations. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Stoddard’s advice on ground to air sig¬ 
nals is out of date and erroneous. By 
1985 the word had generally made its 
way around the serious survival com¬ 
munity that the International Civil 
Aviation Organization had published 
new standard ground to air signals. In 
1985 these were published in the Air 
Force standard survival manual and 
in 1986 in the National Search and 
Rescue Manual. The signals depicted 
in your publication are not in general 
use. As someone with more than a few 
hours of air search time and who does 
professional training for search and 
rescue personnel, I can tell you that 
virtually no SAR crew today will recog¬ 
nize them. The I and F signals cited 
have no meaning, X means “require 
medical assistance” and two Ls is very 
close to the remaining special SAR 
team signal meaning “all personnel 
accounted for.” Persons using out of date 
signals may actually convey signifi¬ 
cantly wrong information to searchers.

Many survivalists stockpile govern¬ 
ment manuals for reference use later 
on. This is a lesson in using ‘up-to- 
date” materials. The signal codes we 
printed in the article were from a 1969 
Air Force search and rescue survival 
manual. We also had a newer survival 
manual fi'om the U.S. Army (March 
1986) that has the correct codes used 
today. Unfortunately we didn’t check 


the newer manual . It would seem that 
codes as important as these would be 
set in concrete, and not changed and 
given different meanings. Sorry we 
were wrong.

I resent the implications of Hand¬ 
gun Control’s New York Times ad show¬ 
ing a Klansman holding an AR-15. 
Owning a semi-automatic rifle does not 
make one a criminal in America. And 
vilifying the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion will not prevent violence or deter 
crime.

Uranus. It’s possible that man may have 
expanded this far in the next fifty to seventy- 
five years. 

From these remote outposts of civilization, 
huge space telescopes can be constructed ena¬ 
bling us to search the galaxy for evidence of 
water and hospitable atmospheric gases that 
could herald the existence of non-terrestrial 
life similar to our own. And from there, man 
will launch himself into the next great phase 
of his immigration, to new star systems, and 
new galaxies. 

The Universe will be “conquered” not by 
star fleets traveling at warp speed with veloc¬ 
ities equalling or excelling the speed of light, 
but at a relative turtle’s pace, “grazing” across 
the limitless resources of space. The fastest 
man-made probe travels at only one-twenty 
thousandth the speed of light, and the nearest 
star. Alpha Ceniauri, is 4.3 light years away. 
That means a traveling time, at our present 
technology, of86,000 years to reach the nearest 
neighboring solar system. 

It will be a new breed of human that jour¬ 
neys away from our sun, colonists with an 
entirely different basis of understanding than 
the old breed. This new race will have been 
born in space, conditioned to their man-made 
environments from birth, and will not per¬ 
ceive the confinement of their voyaging homes. 
In fact, exploration will be far easier for them 
than during any previous mass immigration 
phase in Earth history, for they’ll never be 
required to leave “home,” always having it with 


them. 

But what of the first voyagers who will set 
out on those 20-month journeys, where will 
we find such people today? They will be that 
same sort who willingly join the Navy for four 
years, or those men who once signed away 
eight years of their lives to sail away on soot- 
covered whalers. There has never been a short¬ 
age of the right type of people to answer the 
call of adventure. I’d go in a heartbeat. 

But what of economics? Although the long¬ 
term benefits of space exploration are abso¬ 
lutely vital, the big question is are the short¬ 
term benefits enticing enough to allow the 
consent of the masses to appropriate adequate 
taxes to cover the initial costs? Education will 
be the key there. Even the fantastic vision 
just pictured, from the settlement of the Moon 
and Mars to the exploitation of the Asteroid 
Belt can all be completed in the next fifty 
years on a budget using only one-half the GNP 
(gross national product) of the U.S. that was 
used during the Apollo missions of the sixties; 
a project of which we are still reaping the 
rewards. From the portable life-support sys¬ 
tems of paramedics to osteoporosis research, 
from telecommunications satellites to hurri¬ 
cane early warning ststems, all these are side 
benefits of space technology. 

Alas, too many self-proclaimed philan¬ 
thropists cry out that the future of man would 
be more secure if we were to funnel our taxes 
into our poor and homeless instead. Tb coun¬ 
ter that, I leave them with a quote from the 


West’s best known philanthropist, Jesus Christ: 
“The poor will always be among us.” The real 
ities of life are thus: hand a poor society money 
and create a poor society that can much more 
easily afford such self-destructive goods as alco¬ 
hol and drugs. 

Aerospace and its ancillary corporations 
represent the bread and butter of all modern 
men. In densely populated Southern Califor 
nia alone, it accounts for one in three jobs. 
It is an industry with ever tightening drug 
and alcohol abuse screening programs, forc¬ 
ing a healthier lifestyle among those reaping 
its financial rewards. 

As it is building a better man on Earth, 
so it will be producing a better man in space. 
Living in self-contained biospheres, cooper¬ 
ation will be a much more beneficial trait than 
competition. Genius and labor will be pooled 
not for mere individual economic gains, but 
for the collective colony as a whole, weeding 
out such undesirable side-effects in capital¬ 
ism as greed and its associated crimes. There 
will be no poor and homeless in space. 

The entire distribution of wealth will undergo 
radical change. The present pattern of Earth- 
wealth distribution is, The rich get richer, the 
poor get poorer. The National Space Com¬ 
mission puts it best, “. . .successful mineral 
and energy enterprises in space would signal 
that increasing abundance, rather than redis¬ 
tributing scarcity, is the wave of the future.” 
The settlement of space is man’s destiny. We 
can’t afford not to and expect to survive. •
